He spoke 
of advances made in the fishing, log¬ 
ging and other Industries and. tracing 
the improvements since Confederation, 
gave Interesting figures to show the 
rapidity of Canada's growth He dealt 
with the relations between employer 
and employees, urging that for the 
latter there should be every consider¬ 
ation with regard to wages, hours and 
comforts, but he pointed out that all 
things of this nature must be paid for 
with money that work and industry 
must produce and that, while this de¬ 
pended upon thfr willingness of the 
public to buy. there was no law which 
compelled the public to buy and that 
therefore there was s distinct differ¬ 
ence between that which was desirable 
and that which was practicable.

Since human being* have come to 
avail themselves largely of the services 
of the lower ani m als, and Indeed to 
live with them In close communion, 
physicians have been competed to take 
into account not only tbs diseases of 
man but also those of animals, be¬ 
cause of the,proof that the animals' 
diseases frequently affect the human 

Among the best-known diseases that 
attack both animals and man are tub¬ 
erculosis. hydrophobia, glanders and 
anthrax However, the number of dis¬ 
eases that may occasionally paaa from 
some animal to man Is far greater 

Anthrax Is a di s ease In which there 
are purulent bolls. Rome of the most 
serious casta that have occurred have 
resulted from the Infection of human 
being by using shaving brushes of 
which the hair was taken from infected 
hide* Nowadays these matters are 
carefully controlled by government In¬ 
spection. but It Is stni good advice to 
wash a new shaving brush thoroughly 
in boiling water before using. 

Olanders attacks horses, mules, 
goats, rabbits and dogs, and may be 
inoculated Into any animal A con¬ 
siderable number of cases have oc¬ 
curred in human beings through con¬ 
tact with infected animals. However, 
the gradual disappearance of the horse 
from ordinary life has cut down to a 
considerable extent the number of 
caees of glanders In human beings. 

In a complete discussion of this 
topic by the dean of the New York 
State’ 'Veterinary College, associated 
with Cornell University. Dr. V. A 
Moore, a statement Is quoted to the 
effect that numerous caees developed 
among children In Russia from eating 
horse flesh 

Among the other diseases which 
affect man lees frequently are various 
intestinal complaints, foot-and-mouth 
disease. Infectious jaundice, rat-bite 
fever, and mora recently tularemia, 
which Is associated with the prepar¬ 
ation of the flesh of infected rabbits. 

Modem bacteriology and preventive 
medicine have taken Into' account these 
possible sources of human Infection 
and controlled them to minimise a* 
greatly as possible speh transmission 
of disease.

Do squirrels remember where they hMb.mlts? Or ean 
they smell a nut hidden in thq ground? Or 4o they 
sometimes Just dig .around and find something by 
ehanee, because so many aqulirels have burled so many 
nu*s In the squirrel neighborhood? 

This squirrel puzxl* Is a live top\e among naturalists. 

The story of a red squirrel that r burl*d nine nuts in 
the snow on « house balcony, and that cam* th* next 
day and carefully dug up the nine nuts one by one. 
even though a new fall of snow complicated the prob¬ 
lem. Is told by Dr. A. Brookes Klugh of Cornell Univer¬ 
sity In s report to ths forthcoming Insue of Ths Journal 
of Mammalogy. This Incident. Dr. Klugh agys.' la proof 
of 1h* red squirrel's remarkably strong memory for loca¬ 
tion. In many cases there 4s a possibility that the 
sense of smell may help a squirrel to find hidden ob¬ 
jects. he adds, but this time such assistance seems out 
of the question. 

Dr. Klugh has studied red squirrels for eight years 
and has watched individual squirrels over - periods as 
long as two years. 

He says: "Time after time, I have seen a squirrel 
go by the nearest route to eomethlfk It has stored, take 
it out and eat It.** 

Observations indicating that squirrels do not. "smell" 
the buried nuts have been made by L R. Dice of the 
University of Michigan and described In the same jour¬ 
nal A fox squirrel, which came regularly to be fed. 
was observed over e period of several months. The 
squirrel was fed in a shallow box on the house porch 
and Mr. Dice filled It vylth sand, and burled a number 
of nuts under the sand The squirrel came frequently 
to Che box to eat nuts which were left for It on top 
of the sand. It sometimes dug around in the send and 
lf il nut were partially burled with one end sticking up 
In sight, the squirrel would be llkley to find It. But It 
never discovered a single completely burled nut If the 
walnut* were in sight. It would hunt about and leave 
without Its dinner ' 

*Tf squirrels do not find burled nuts by use of the 
sense of smell." he states ‘‘the presumption would be 
thet they remember the place where they have burled 
each nut thy And This would require a well, developed 
memory, though not rieceasartly a perfect memory, for 
tqulrrels undoubtedly fall to find many nuts they havo 
burled " ’ - s
